The 
money is to run the Navy during 
the 12 month-- beginning July 1.

100 memtfers on the floor, sent 
the bill to the Senate after four 
hours of debate highlighted by 
insistence of Republican fiscal 
leaders that the bill would not 
impair the efficiency of the 
Navy.

Tex., suffered a broken right arm 
when he landed in a tree. No other 
injuries were reported. 


The plane was afire as it 


streaked over Sweetwater, Tex., 
in the early dusk tonight. Po- 
lice, firemen and citizens of the 
surrounding countryside imme- 
diately turned out in * wide- 
spread search for the men, who 
started bailing out about 20 miles 
west of where the plane crashed. 


The plane was from the Army 


air base at Roswell, N. M. 


The Civil Aeronautic adminis- 


tration here said the pilot, whose 
•name was not given, reported that 
the fire started in his No. 3 engine. 


Ellis was treated at a clinic in 


Merkel. He said he bailed out at 8 
p. m., and landed on a farm five

gestions from London that develop- 
ments1 in the Mediterranean mean 
a shift in military responsibilities 
there from Britain to the United 
States. 


2. He favors a very urgent and 


prompt allocation for Italy from the 
current $350,000,000 foreign relief 
fund. 


Marshall said that with the 


exception of some .$78,000,000 
planned for Korea he forsees no 
f. rtrt Her appropriations for 
foreign aid at preesnt. 


He said he is not prepared to 


say now, however, what may be 
required to help other nations in 
the future. 


And he reported that the State 


department is trying to find some 
way to help troubled China which 
could be fully justified to the Ameri- 
can people and Congress. 


Marshall's statement on China 


was prompted by a question whether 
the Administration is considering 
.the release of a $500,000,000 loan 
earmarked for China by the Export- 
Import bank. He said he has given 
earnest consideration to China's 
problems, but declined to indicate 
what action might be taken. 


Marshall said the $78,000,000

10, in which the attorney gen- 
eral told Kem that "a careful 
and thorough review" by the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion had disclosed "no evidence 
of a, Federal violation" in the 
Kansas City primary. 


The Missouri senator referred to 


Missouri's Fifth Congressional dis- 
rict Democratic primary the past 
August 6 in which Enos Axtell, en- 
dorsed by President Truman and 
he Pendergast organization de- 
eated Rep. Roger C. Slaughter and 
Jerome Walsh. 


The official count gave Axtell a 


majority of 2771 over Slaughter. 
Axtell lost to Albert L. Beeves Jr., a 
Republican, in the general election.

'NEW DEALISM: 
URGES CHANGE 


Mississippian Addresses 
County Manufacturers 
At Annual Session Here

Calling for a return to the 


good old American principles 
of thrift, hard work, and in- 
dependence, and lashing out 
violently at policies and poli- 
ticians of the past 14 years, Clay- 
ton Rand, editor of the Dixie Press 
of Gulfport, Miss., regaled 550 mem- 
bers of the Manufacturers' Agsocia- 
tion of Montgomery county with a 
flow of invective and old-fashioned 
Southern oratory. in Sunnybrook 
auditorium last night. 


It was the organization's 39th an- 


nual meeting and banquet, with 
Robert R. Titus presiding as presi- 
dent, and Congressman Samuel K. 
McConnell Jr., Republican repre- 
sentative from Montgomery county, 
as an additional speaker. 


Although Rand's address was 


entitled "What Next?" the cen- 
tral theme of his address was 
not an attempt to analyze the 
future, but a series of attacks 
on the New Deal, government 
bureaus, and bureaucrats, Com- 
munists and fellow travelers, and 
in general, upon all who "have 
been trying to circumvent God's 
Laws," referring specifically to 
the law of supply and demand 
as of divine origin. 


The graying, bushy-haired Mis- 


sissippi editor and lecturer gave his 
appreciative audience a display of 
raucous humor and loud, flowing 
oratory, in an hour-long speech 
larded with quips and sarcasms. 


Quoting several complicated and 


a few ridiculous extracts from gov- 
ernment publications.

lumoer firm because woodsmen or mill hands there would not nave 
•worked for "outside people who were Jews." 


The 72-year-old defendant offered 


this explanation as he continued 
his denial to the jury at his Fed- 
eral court trial that he realized 
any money benefits from the Lum- 
ber company, a concern financed 
by arms manufacturers Henry and 
Murray Garsson.

WASHINGTON, May 20—Capitol Hill 


Republicans recently reviewed their 110- 
day legislative record and the party's 
present status at a council of war in 
Speaker Martin's inner office, and they 


came out smiling. They 
believe that they have 
passed the tricky politi- 
cal ball back to the 
White House in a man- 
ner to embarrass the 
admittedly p o p u l a r 
President Truman. 


"When we wind up 


around July Fourth," 
said Martin, "we will 
have set a legislative 
record 
unmatched 
in 


many peacetime years. 
We will have straight- 
ened out the complex

problems — labor bos- 


Joseph Martin sisms crushing taxes,

Communistic penetra- 


tion of American institutions, bureaucratic 
control for the sake of control—that have 
beset the nation and hampered a healthy 
economy since before the 1929 depression. 


"We will have given the Administra- 


tion the tools with which to make the 
economic machine operate in high gear. 
Whether President Truman will accept 
them, and whether he can make them 
work with his present administrative 
staff, will be his responsibility, and he 
will have to answer to the American peo- 
ple in 1948." 
The Bay State leader was not dishing 


out the typical political syrup., All save 
a few maverick Republicans in House 
and Senate agree with him and share 
his confidence. 
The division and dis- 


couragement which split their ranks only 
a few weeks ago seems to have dis- 
appeared, at least temporarily.

ISSUES: The Republicans figure that 
they were given control of Congress last 
November on a few basic issues. 
Re- 


publican National Chairman Carroll Reece 
listed them at the time as "Confusion, 
controls and communism." 


More specifically, the Martin-Hal- 


leck group believe that the voters re- 
turned them to power to effect 
economy and cut taxes, to oust the 
bureaucrats and to remove wartime 
controls, to check the inroads of Com- 
munism to the U.S., and to restore 
the balance amoag management, labor 
and government. 


Although Mr. Truman acted im- 


mediately to respond to the popular will 
as expressed at the ballot-box, the GOP 
maintains that he did so under pressure, 
and did not finish the job. 


For instance, he whipped John L. 


Lewis in one specific struggle, but 
he vetoed the Case anti-labor measure. 
He stopped "appeasing" Stalin, and— 
took steps to eliminate "Beds" in 
federal office. But, it is pointed out, 
he based his anti-Commie drive on 
an executive order alone, whereas the 
GOP has embodied the ban into 
several laws. 


Mr. Truman also opposed immediate 


reduction of taxes, which appears to be 
the main concern of the voters. He did 
not act to reduce the number of office- 
holders on the federal pay roll. 


The Republicans say they have met 


these issues by proposing a budget cut 
that forces reduction of the number of 
employes, by their promised lowering 
of tax rates and by their unearthing of 
"useless employes."

CONFIDENT: In the foreign field, the 
opposition has followed Mr. Truman's lead 
to such an extent that Secretary Mar- 
shall has praised them, individually and 
collectively, for their "non-partisanship." 
But even here they think they enjoy a 
political advantage. 


This is no attempt to eulogize 


the Republican record, to suggest that 
their findings are correct or to agree 
with their analysis of today's political 
situation and prospects. It is merely 
a report of their state of mind at 
the present moment. And a party's 
"state of mind" is always an important 
factor in practical politics. 


Rightly or wrongly, the Grand Old 


Party is more confident and more sure 
of itself than it has been since it ap- 
peared that Franklin D. Roosevelt's 1932 
and 1936 victories might head it for 
oblivion.

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. O. 


AMERICA has its refugees, too—the 


thousands of hay fever victims who an- 
nually pull up stakes and lease their 
homes for the duration of the hay fever 
season. 


•Unfortunately, there are thousands of 


others who are unable to afford time or 
money for this seasonal jaunt to pollen- 
free areas. These stay-at-homes must 
sneeze and bear the assaults of ragweed 
pollen—the substance which causes most 
of their trouble—as best they can. 


A good many of-them, to be sure, can 


1 be made less sensitive through the in- 
jection of gradually increasing doses of 
pollen extract. But such treatment, to 
do any good, must be given well in ad- 
vance of the xagweed season and even 
then it does not always work. 


For such people there is good news 


indeed in a recent report of Drs. Milford 
E. Barnes and Roland Rooks of Iowa 
City, which tells how. for very little 
trouble and expense, they can convert 
their own homes into pollen-free shelters. 
-, 
The patient for whom the doctors de- 


vised this method lived in a. six-room 
house. The control program was adopted 
as a family project to protect both the 
patient and her baby. Incidentally the 
patient's father was also sensitive to rag- 
weed pollen, and had for years been 
treated for this sensitivity. 


To begin with, a complete houseclean- 


ing was carried out before the beginning 
of the ragweed season to get rid of any 
pollen which might have accumulated 
in the house, in the corners, on the car- 
pets, or elsewhere. Storm windows were 
installed. These storm windows do not 
increase the indoor temperature and aid 
to a great extent in keepins; pollen from 
sifting into the house. 


All the doors and windows were kept 


closed except when the occupants had 
occasion to enter or leave the house 
through one of the doors. In two of the 
bedroom windows what are known as 
pollen filters were installed. These per- 
mitted air to enter the house but stramd 
out all of the pollen. 


Flowers and household pets were bar- 


red from the house. 
The members of 


the household were free to come and EO 
as thev pleased but the allergic members 
were instructed to wear a gauze face 
mask while outside of the home when- 
ever at. was possible to do so.

South Carolina. John M. Daniel. 


Defense attorneys told the Jury 


Watt had a record of 471 convictions, 
out of 473 defendants brought to 
trial. 
*• 


Twenty-one of the defendants are 


charged with murder. 
They also 


are charged with being accessory 
before and after the fact and with 
conspiracy to commit murder. Seven 
others were acquitted of murder and 
accessory after the fact, by a di- 
rected verdict, but remain charged 
with conspiracy and accessory be- 
fore the fact. 


Wofford, in conclusion, re- 


minded the jury "Suspicion, no 
matter how great, is not suffi- 
cient to base a, verdict of guilty," 
and declared, "You are the sole 
judges of the facts and of the 
credibility of the witnesses." 


Wofford assailed participation of 


the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
in the lynch probe. "We get along 
pretty well down here until they

The Senate bill ^ould have tax

1. The bill which the House has 
passed would date back the cuts, in 
a similar ranee, to Jan. 1. 


Under the Social Security act, the 


payroll tax was scheduled to in- 
crease progressively, but Congress 
from year to year since 1940 has 
frozen it at 1 percent. It has not 
previously held up the increases for 


a two-year period in one legislative 
action. 


Approximately 30,000.000 persons 


in "covered" employment now pay 
one percent of the first $3000 of 
their earnings for old age and sur- 
vivors insurance. Their employers 
match this with a one percent levy 
on their payrolls. 


Several millions more persons 


arc'not covered in this program, 
including self-employed, agricul- 
tural workers, domestic workers 
and employes of statr and local 
governments. 


Under the 
present 
matching 


system on aid to needy aged, the 
Federal government puts up two- 
thirds of the first $15 for each 
needy case, and matches state pay- 
ments beyond that amount up to a 
total participation of $25 per case 
by the Federal government.

week penalty period.

Perfect Weather 
Forms Ideal Setting 
For Solar Eclipse 


By IIOYT S. WARE 


BOCAIUVA. Brazil, May 20 


Clear weather gave a party of 
United States scientists 
an un- 


obstructed view today of nature's 
most spectacular celestial show— 
the total eclipse of the sun. 


While • clouds and mist obscured 


the phenomenon in many sections 
of the southern hemisphere, the 
observers gathered on a wooded 
plateau here, 400 miles north of 
Rio de Janeiro, found conditions 
perfect as the moon began to edge 
in front of the sun at 7:22.36 A. M., 
(Pottstown tune). 


The eclipse became total here 


at 8:34.48 A. M, turning the bril- 
liant d?y into an eene, star-studded 
twilight. 


The moon continued to blot 


out the sun for almost four 
minutes, during; which time per- 
sons 10 yards 
away 
became 


silhouettes and scientists worked 
by red flashlights. 
The total 


eclipse ended at 8:38.36, when 
a flaming crescent of the sun 
again came into view, and the 
partial eclipse ended at 10:00.36.^ 


Dr. C. C. KJPSS. nf the U. S_ 


bureau of standards, said full re- 
sults of the tests would not be 
known until films were developed 


and data co-ordinated but that he 
believed the observations generally 
were very successful. 


Dr. Lyman J. Briggs, chairman 


of the National Geographic society's 
research committee and scientific 
leader of the expedition said: 


"We do not know yet what we 


have because the film is unde- 
veloped and other calculations un- 
checked. 
Except for linn, high 


cirrus clouds, we had good weather 
and I would say our total success 
was 80 percent of what we were 
after."

which was not visible in the north- 
ern hemisphere, cut a 100-mile 
swath across the South American 
continent, slanting northeast from 
the Pacific coast, near Santiago, 
Chile, to the Atlantic coast of 
Brazil near Bahia.
